ton. 
Mr, Bonaparte was asked if action, 
personally, again st individuals would 
be Included in th e prosecutions. 
He 
replied som ew hat enigm atically: 
41 have noticed a good m any com ­ 
plaints 
that 
crim inal 
prosecutions 
a gainst trust m ag n ates and sentences 
of im prisonm ent for them have been 
very infrequent and, in fact, for p rac­ 
tical purposes, unknown. 
“ It is perfectly 
tru e that, 
in my 
opinion at least, a b ette r moral effect 
would be produced by sending a few 
prom inent m en to jail 
than a great 
deal of litigation, how ever successful, 
against 
the 
corporations they 
con- 
1 trolled. 
“ Some tim e since tw o corporations 
and th eir respective presidents w ere 
indicted jointly for violation of the 
anti-trust 
law. 
If the 
corporations 
w ere guilty of such it would be hard 
for tilt lay mind 
at least to u n d er­ 
stand how their presidents could be 
; innocent. 
N evertheless the jury con­ 
victed the co n orations and acquitted 
th e ir presidents. 
“ It is the avowed purpose of the de- 
p artn ient of justice to prosecute crim ­ 
inal! v anyone who is really responsl- | 
hie tor violations of th e anti-tru st law 
I 
w herever it can do so with any rea- ; 
sonable probability of success. It does 
not care to prosecute m ere underlings 
wilt/ are known to everyone to have 
acted under the direct authority of 
th e ir superiors. 
But if it can get a 
case against any of the superiors such 
as inst ides a reasonable hope on th e 
part of experienced law yers th a t he 
can be punished personally the de­ 
p artm e n t 
will undoubtedly 
take a d ­ 
van tage of the opportunity as soon as 
it is presented."

down and buying hastily to take prof­ 
its on the short side before the end of 
th e hour. As a consequence th e slum p 
w as followed by a quick rally. 
T he 
onslaugh t of the b ears w akened up 
w hat had been a quiet stock m ark et 
during the forenoon. 
The absence of 
liquidation had encouraged the idea 
th a t 
the w eakness of 
the 
m a rk e t 
which had been show n for two days 
past was over. 
T he uncovered bears 
w ere 
disposed, 
therefore, to 
cover 
th e ir shorts and the m a rk e t show ed a 
considerable degree of strength. 
T he 
crum bling away of one or two points 
in the list, notably Sugar and Inter- 
borough-M etropofttan, 
gave 
w arning 
of pressure to liquidate. 
T he m a rk et 
resisted for a time, but the attack by 
th e bears developed the vulnerable 
positions and efforts at support w ere 
abandoned.

A r e Dise as es Increasing? 
There can Le no question that the 
prevalence cf certain diseases has in­ 
creased during the last half century. 
Conspicuous 
among these are dia­ 
b e tes and insomnia, both of which are 
largely due to the mental stress of a 
harder struggle for existence. The in­ 
creased consumption of alcohol and the 
free use of narcotics are also respon­ 
sible for many morbid conditions un­ 
known to our hardier forbears. 
But, 
in comparing the present prevalence of 
diseases with that of the past, there 
are several factors for which due al­ 
lowance is often not made. 
One of 
these is that our forefathers died, as a 
rule, at a considerable younger age 
than their descendants; lf they did not 
perish by the sword they were mowed 
down from time to time by the plague 
and other devastating epidemics. 
In 
this way they escaped many of the 
diseases, not only of old age, but of ad­ 
vanced middle life. Again, it must not 
be forgotten that each generation rep­ 
resented to a much larger extent than 
Is now the case the survival of the fit­ 
test. 
Most of the weaklings died in 
childhood. 
The triumphs of modern 
hygiene is that it has preserved a largo 
proportion of those lives.—Practitioner.
